officers, TANG Chao (/§ ) and LIANG Chi-keng {& $£), have been sent from 

Shansi Province to take compand of the entire southwest Kwangtung area*

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IHHH Comment : Note that the title. Southern Route People f s Liberation 
Amy, has been used in paragraphs 4 and 5 in reference to both the group 
under CHENG Kun-lion (who lias been active on Leichou Peninsula) and to the 
men under FENG Pai-chu (leader of the Hainan Column}© This apparent confusion 
may be explained by the possibility that tho appellation has been given to 
Communist forces in general in southern Kwangttmg,^ ^nd that it may have been 
used without distinction for various groups there©/ 
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
